HOW WAR MAY AFFECT 
"ENGLAND 


(Peat England realised that her 
old imperialism was gone, that 
she would never be as rich as she 
had been, and that she might cease 
to be a unitary Power, and become a 
member of a group of Powers, was 
admitted by the Hon. Harold 
Nicolson, M.P., Governor of the 
B.B.C., and one time Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of In- 


College, Dubin, Law Society. 

He was moving a vote of thanks to 
the Auditor, Mr. T. D. F. Williams, 
for his inaugural address. 

Mr. P. McGilligan, T.D., who also 
spoke, urged that. the country should 
have a foreign policy, when they could 
analyse the position and go forward, 
even in alliance with their ancient 
enemy, and now their nearest and best 
friend. When that day arrived, he 
said, this country would have attained 
its full stature. 

The Anglo-Saxon world was not 

oing to perish, said Mr. Nicholson. 

t was particularly lusty in New 
Zealand and Australia, and in the 
United States of America, if the worst 
came to the worst, was a repository for 
the Anglo-Saxon point of view. It 
was scobuihiy true that the enjoyment 
of political freedom, coupled with 

reat economic prosperity, such as they 
had had in England for 100 years, did 
lead to a deterioration of spirit. Under 
such conditions people began to think 
of their rights and forget about their 
duties. ey tended to become soft. 
He agreed that they had probably ap- 
weties the end of an era, but he 
would deny that Fascism or Nazism 
was the beginning of a new one. Those 
perils would be the great peril which 
would waken up the old era 

‘“‘The Auditor does not realise that 
a great seriousness has come over my 
country, a greater seriousness than [ 
have ever known,” said Mr. Nicolson. 
“We reaiise that our old imperialism, 
although it had many excellent points, 
is gone. It has got to be completely 
remoulded. 

“We are not going to be beaten by 
a doctrine we hate,” continued Mr. 
Nicolson, ‘‘We are not going to give way 
to the reversal of all that our fathers 
had struggled for. We are not going 
to repudiate what we regard as our 
responsibility to the world, nor will 
we miss the present great opportunity 
of trying to prevent—as I believe we 
shall prevent—the dominance of ea 
doctrine which we believe to be evil,’’ 

Mr. Kevin Haugh, K.C., Attorney- 
General, seconded the motion, and it 
was adopted. Mr. T. O’Farrell 
moved that the Society was worthy 
of support. 


POSITION OF DANGER 

Mr. P. McGilligan, T.D., seconding 
the motion, disagreed with the Audi- 
tors conclusion that they were 
neutral, because they saw how little 
practice corresponded with principle, 
and that this country considered it to 
be in its own interest not to be engaged 
In an external conflict. They had a 
right as a nation to take-up a definite 
attitude. The man would be worse 
than a fool—something near a 
criminal—who would throw a country 
into a war unless it was proved there 
was some contribution which the 
country could make for its sacrifice, 
for the interests which they all 
realised were deeply engaged in the 
war. 

This country was in a position of 
danger. Its geographical position 
afforded outside people considerable 
advantages against it. They must 
make preparations for defence, and 
they could only do so when they had a 
proper foreign policy, when they could 
analyse the position, where the rights 
and wrongs lay, and go forward even 
in alliance with their ancient enemy, 
now their nearest and best friend. When 
that day arrived this country would 
have attained its full stature, 

The motion was passed. ' 

Mr. T. D. F. Williams, Auditor, in 
his inaugural address, said that the 
Treaty of 1921, and the return of the 
Atlantic ports, had gone a certain way 
towards removing resentment and 
suspicion, but the severance of Ulster 
from Ireland had nullified the possible 
consequences of a policy of reconcilia- 
tion.

SMALLER SUGAR RATION 
ORDER EXPECTED THIS WEEK 


The weekly ration of 1b. of sugar 
per week per person will be reduced 
by 25% on April 4th. 

An Order to this effect, the Jrish 
Times learns, will be made this week 
by the Minister for Supplies. 

Rations to institutions and catering 
establishments similarly will be - re- 
duced, and from 1st April deliveries to 
these will be restricted to 60% of the 
purchases made in 1940. The present 
intention is not to reduce the quantities 
now being delivered to manufacturers. 
Deliveries to the trade will also be on 
the 60% basis. 

The decision to reduce the ration is 
being taken as a precautionary measure 
against the possibility of a shortage in 
this season’s production of beet sugar. 
Because of the shortage of fertilisers, 
it is likely that the beet yield, both in 
quantity and quality, will not meet re- 
quirements of sugar, and it is quite 
possible that the ration of jlb. will not 
be maintained indefinitely. However, 
the new domestic ration will compare 
favourably with that enjoyed in any 
other country in Europe. 

A special scheme is being prepared to 
enable people who produce jam for 
their own consumption at the end of 
the fruit season, to receive restricted 
quantities of sugar for that purpose. 
Jam manufacturers will continue to 
receive 100% supplies, but must apply 
for permits to purchase jn excess of 
60% of the 1940 standard. ' 


TURKISH TOWN BOMBED 


TEN PERSONS KILLED 
VICHY, sod, lg 'planes of 


unknown nationality dropped twelve 
bombs on the Milas district, on the 
West Coast of Turkey, last night, says 
a Vichy News Agency dispatch from 
Ankara. Ten people were killed and 
twenty others imjured. The ’planes 
flew over the town at 1.30 a.m., and, 
after dropping ‘Icrés, released the 
bombs on the outskirts and on the town 
itself, They also attacked with machine- 
guns.

POSITION OF EIRE | MAY ATTACK 


LORD HALIFAX ON 
OFFENSIVE STRATEGY 


66 WY JE can certainly promise the 

enemy that we have no 
idea of fighting this war on a merely 
defensive strategy, which can never 
bring total defeat to Hitler and his 
associates,’’ declared Lord Halifax, 
at the Economic Club’s dinner in 
honour of “ Our Allies,”’ a Reuter 
telegram from New York last night 
states. 

“The last thing we have in mind 
is to leave them with a monopoly of 
initiative. There is certainly nothing 
for which the enemy would pay more 
than to know just when and where we 
intend to attack. There was much now 
to cause anxiety. This spring and 
summer of 1942 are surely going to 
put free men everywhere to such a 
test of courage and endurance as will 
match the darkest days of 1918. 


ALLIES’ RESERVES 


“We have lost much—we may well 
lose more. The man is a fool who 
refuses to look dangers squarely in 
the face; but, unless we have lost all 
those qualities of which we are rightly 
proud, the very dangers that. confront 
us will bring their own remedy by a 
new spirit of manly might which they 
will breed among us.” 

The enemy had pretty well reached 
the peak of his military and industrial 
strength, and he could’ expand the 
one only at the cost of impairment of 
the other. The United Nations had 
great military and industrial reserves 
which were just coming into play. 
With us hope grows. but with the 
enemy fear—fear of the forces that 
they have let loose upon themselves 
and fear of the merited retribution that 
will follow their failure. Just as 
Russia had shown, on the largest scale 
in Europe, that the Germans were not 
invincible, so the time would surely 
come when the United States, the 
Dutch, the Chinese and the British 
Commonwealth would teach the same 
salutary lesson to the Japanese. 

Against that day, the United States 
and Great Britain were building up a 
formidable mass of naval and air 
power. The combined naval resources 
of the United Nations were to-day 
severely stretched. Taken as a whole, 
they were still obliged to limit their 
plans according to their available re- 
sources. 


M. LITVINOFF’S ADVICE 


Practical ways to victory involved 
risk, M. Litvinoff. Soviet Ambassador, 
said, but there might be greater and 
more actual risk in waiting and doing 
nothing, letting slip one opportunity 
after another. ‘‘If the German forces 
can be split or weakened by a 
diversion elsewhere, it will be possible 
to push them still further back to the 
German frontier, to Berlin and 
beyond.”’ 

The German soldiers saw that they 
had not only to fight the Soviet Army, 
but. literally the whole population. 
They saw that their invincible Fuehrer 
was. not--always..able to lead. them 
forward, but had sometimes to follow 
them in retreat—that h:s promises re- 

arding the immediate capture of 
Raion and the speedy ending of the 
whole Eastern European campaign were 
but cheap, lying prophecy. 

M. Litvinoff added: ‘‘ It may there- 
fore be confidently arcerted that the 
former Hitler Army, which entered 
Soviet territory drunk with victory and 
success, no longer exists, that it has 
deteriorated not only physically 
through the destruction of its crack 
divisions and the filling up of its ranks 
with immature youths and older men, 
but also morally.’’ 


LANDS TAKEN FOR 
COMPULSORY TILLAGE 


The Minister for Agriculture has 
now taken over lands for compulsory 
tillage in twenty counties. In most 
of the holdings taken over the Minister 
has arranged for the cultivation of a 
considerably larger area than the 
statutory minimum.

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NO PETROL FOR 

PRIVATE CARS 

DRASTIC REDUCTION 
IN APRIL 


HERE will be no petrol for pri- 
vate cars during May, and 
during April the basic allowances 
will be cut by half of the existing 


rates. 

The latest of several shocks for pri- 
vate motorists during the last few 
weeks, this, the /rish Times learns, 
means that the end of private motor- 
ing is in sight, and motoring for any 
other than the most essential purposes 
will have to cease till the war is over, 
and perhaps for long afterwards. 

Steps will soon be taken to secure a 
revision of plans by sporting bodies, 
such as the Turf Club, race executives, 
football, hurling, cricket and other 
sporting bodies, in order that their 
fixtures. will be reduced and so 
arranged as to avoid necessity for 
transport. Many outdoor sports will 
sag on disappear. 

The total amount of petrol which 
will be available for all — other 
than essential services will only be 
equal to the quantity consumed last 
year in commercial goods vehicles 
alone, and, after essential Government 
and local services and the transport of 
grain, beet and fuel are provided for, 
the imports for the remainder of this 
year will be little more than one-third 


quarter of the present year. 


ROAD TRANSPORT 


One of the big problems arising out 
of the new development will be the 
maintenance of road transport of 
goods. Obviously, the present allow- 
ances for such vehicles cannot be con- 
tinued, and the indications are that 
they will have to be reduced to one- 
half. Deliveries of goods by retail 
firms will be affected, particularly as 
it will no longer be possible to give 
allowances to each firm for .each 
vehicle taxed. Where firms pool their 
deliveries, it is likely that they will 
be given a supply of petrol. 

In addition to the curtailment of 
allowances, the Government, it is 
understood, are to take steps to enable 
a check to be made on the use of private 
motor cars, with the object of ensur- 
ing that the allowances for other pur- 
poses are not being diverted to ; rivate 
motoring. 

While all private motoring is affected 
by the stoppage of supplies in May, 
doctors and others who are given 
preferential treatment will receive their 
supplementary supply without the basic 
allowance. 

The position regarding paraffin and 
fuel oil supplies is even more serious 
than that of petrol. Last year the 
quantity imperted barely was sufficient 
for agricultural and industrial purposes, 
and allow a very limited issue for 
domestic use from 1st September last, 
which was rendered possible by a close 
down on domestic supplies from May 
to August. 


FOR FARM NEEDS 
The aim this year will be to en- 
dcavour to supply the full amount re- 
quired for agricultural purposes, with 
the most’ rigorous checks on it, and 


industrial purposes. Domestic users 
will get no more paraffin until winter 
time, and then only if it is available. 
The position is regarded as being so 
serious in the light of the importance 
of .food production, that -it may be 
necessary to arrange for an increase in 
the paraffin allocation at the expense of 
petrol, even at the further curtailment 
of road transport.

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SMOLENSK ROAD | 
DEFENCES PIERCED 
RUSSIANS OUTSIDE 
KHARKOV WALLS 


Aos; Monday. — General 
i Zhukov, slowly and surely 
tightening his grip on the Vyazma- 
Smolensk railway, has dropped 
para-troops behind the German rear. 
and captured important fortified 
positions on the Smolensk front. 
According to a Moscow despatch 
received in Stockholm, all German 
efforts to dislodge these Russian 
shock troops have been in vain. 
Nearly four hundred miles to the 
South, Marshal Timoshenko’s armies are 
fighting fierce battles outside the walls 
of Kharkov, whose fall—apparently 
now imminent—will delier a smashing 
blow to the vital German “pocket” 
east of Dnieper. Inside this vast indus- 
trial city of the Donetz Basin an 
actively hostile population maintains 
guerrilla activity under cover of night. 
Thirty miles to the north of the 
Smolensk highway Russian Guards are 
reported to have captured Kogdanova, 
north-west of Vyazma, and south of it 
Serebusje, between Dorogobuzh and 
Vyazma, has fallen into Soviet hands. 
e German counter-attacks have 

assumed new measures of desperation, 
most noticeably in the last few days, 
along the Orel-Kursk-Kharkov line. 
These counter-attacks have been con- 
sistently thrown back by Russian 
troops, who, in the Orel area, are 
steadily forcing their way through the 
wire and concrete forts which surround 
this key town, 200 miles south of 
Moscow, in much the same depth and 
strength as around Kharkov. Red 
Army troops have broken through the 
formidable defence belts thrown around 
the key-points along this line in several 
sectors. 

A surprise raid by the Russian 
Black Sea cruiser, Krasny Kavkas, on 
a temporarily occupied island in the 
Black Sea was mentioned by Moscow 
tadio heard in London yesterday. 
he cruiser bombarded enemy fortifi- 
cations at three o’clock in the morn- 
ing while heavy seas were running, 
and took the Siemans completely by 
surprise. Afterwards a landing party 
raided the island. Decorations have 
been awarded to the crew.—(Press 
Association.) 


GERMAN CLAIM 


BERLIN, Monday.—German ciaims, 
based on High Command reports, say 
‘that German bombers attacked Soviet 
fighters in a port on the Arctic Sea. 
Reconnaissance aircraft obsered an ice- 
breaker and a big freighter of 5,000 
tons among ships anchored in the 
drifting ice. The bombers concentrated 
their attack on this ship and damaged 
it seriously.”

‘The models on view bring home the 
lesson that, with the materials at our 
disposa] to-day, we can do many things 
if we have the trained minds and 
trained hands to apply to the resources 
available in these days of scarcity, 
said Mr. Frank Aiken, Minister for Co- 
Ordination of Defensive Measures, 
when declaring open yesterday the 
Emergency Exhibition, which has been 
organised by the Emergency Services, 
in the Mansion House, Dublin. 

The Minister said that he could not 
think of a better way for people to 
spend a few hours than by visiting the 
exhibition / and seeing for themselves 
what could be made. If _ visitors 
could only acquire something of the 
spirit of Prctenser Bayley Butler and 
his assistant, Mr. T. C. Murphy, who 
had organised and made so many of 
these wonderful models, they would be 
doing something, not only to make 
their defence position more secure, but 
to make life a little more interesting 
and pleasant. 

The Lord Mayor (Ald. P. 8. Doyle, 
T.D.), introducing the Minister, said 
that the exhibition would serve a valu- 
able and necessary purpose if it 
brought home the fact that there is an 
emergency.

CENTRAL BANK BILL 


The Ard Chomhairle of An Rioghacht 
has observed with interest that Section 
6 of the Bill proposes to place on the 
Bank the duty of ensuring ‘‘that in 
what pertains to the control of credit, 
the constant and predominant aim 
shall be the welfare of the people as 
a whole.”

DEFAULTERS WARNED 


FR ATS AEs in the County 
Dublin are to enjoy a reduction 
in their rates in the coming financial ' 
year, varying from ls. 14d. to 
ós. 54d. This news was forthcoming 
when Mr. D. J. O’Donovan, recently 
appointed. Commissioner for the 
management of the Dublin County 
Council, sat yesterday, and, in his 
capacity as Finance Committee, 
fixed the general rate for the various 
rural districts as follows :— 
Balrothery, 16s. 43d., a decrease of 
ós. ód. in the £. 
Rathdown, 16s. 1jd., a decrease of 
ós. 5id. in the &. 
Celbridge, 16s. 2d., a decrease of 
ls.

The total estimate for next year is 
£255,000, being a reduction of about

Assistance in respect of outdoor relief. 
The Commissioner explained that this 
substantial reduction, bringing a fe- 
turn almost to pre-1938 levels, was 
attributable in part to factors such as 
emigration, increased employment on 
agriculture and timber-felling work.

RATES ARREARS 


The Commissioner referred to the 
question of arrears of rates as an un- 
satisfactory feature of the county’s 
finances. Arrears of rates carried into 
the present year totalled £146,000. 
Considerably more than half the total 
arrears was due by ratepayers in the 
three Balrothery collection districts, 
and efforts m recent months to bring 
about a reasonable improvement had 
met with disappointing results. Some 
ratepayers, heavily in arrears, were 
making genuine efforts to meet their 
indebtedness, but the others, the 
majority in Balrothery, owing several 
vears, appeared to have decided that 
they could transfer. permanently to the 
shoulders of their neighbours the entire 
burden of poor relief, hospitalisation, 
public health, and county services in 
general. The first proceedings were 
started last week against one defaulter, 
who owed arrears Over nine years. 

“ A slight demonstration was staged 
and,” said the Commisisoner, ‘‘I was 
handed a copy of a document being 
circulated, in which it was stated that 
the Commissioner ‘is pouncing upon 
farmers for alleged debts of so-called 
rates.” This is a challenge which I am 
not entitled to ignore, and measures to 
meet it must be pressed forward with- 
out delay.” 

He appealed to the parties to 
abandon their impossible attitude, and 
thereby save themselves and ‘ their 
fellow-ratepayers the cost of avoidable 
legal proceedings.

BASSEIN UNDER 
_ FIRE 
ALLIED OFFENSIVE 
IN BURMA 


BOUT a hundred miles north 

of Rangoon, Allied troops 
occupied three villages, inflicting 
casualties on the Japanese who are 
advancing on Bassein. A new 
Japanese landing in the Irrawaddy 
delta is claimed by Tokyo, and it 
is said that Bassein is under fire. 
LONDON, Monday. — A Burma 
communiqué  states:—‘‘ During the 
withdrawal from Rangoon our forces 
in the Toungoo area created a diver- 
sion by an attack on the enemy in the 
Upper Sittang. The villages’ of 
Pyuntaza, Madauk and Shwegyin wero 
captured. Several casualties wero 
inflicted on the enemy, and some 
weapons were taken. This force has 
returned to its former positions accord- 
ing to plan.’’—(Reuter.) 


JAPANESE CLAIMS 


Paris Radio, quoting Japanese 
reports, said that the Japanese had 
carried out more landings cn the 
Irrawaddy estuary and had launched 
heavy attacks on Bassein, west of 
Rangoon, from two sides, ‘‘ one force, 
consisting of Japanese troops marching 
from Rangoon.’ 

The radio cldimed that two British 
regiments have been captured in fight- 
ing on the Irrawaddy River, up which 
the Japanese were said to be advanciag 
in large numbers of special assault 
boats. New Japanese landings had 
been made at Cape Negrais, asserted 
the announcer. — (The Associated 
Press.)

Black Market Racketeers 


It was.revealed some weeks ago that 
the principal black market rac«eteers 
have been operating for some time 
among ves an insurance pool 
into ‘which all contribute, and out of 
which the fines imposed by the Courts 
are paid, To-day comes news about a 
big loophole in the law which has been 
discovered by the racketeers, and 
which has saved them enormous sums. 
In general there is no provision for 
the effective levying of execution in 
respect of police court penalties. The 
successful plaintiff in a civil action can 
distrain the goods and property of the 
defendant by putting in the bailiff, 
and, if necessary, can make him bank- 
rupt, but if police court fines are not 
paid, the serving of the term of im- 
prisonment, normally about three 
months ordered, in default, wipes out 
the fine. And, far from being hard 
labour, the imprisonment is only the 
less stringent ‘detention. provided for 
debtors. If the racketeers are tried 
by a judge and jury «the fines are 
enforced by execution, but they en- 
deavour to evade this by the well- 
known trick of handing over all the 
assets to a nominee. Some of the 
companies found guilty of spectacular 
deals having had a nominal capital of 
only £100, and no assets, the directors 
can only be made liable if convicted 
individually.
